The wood of the tall and majestic pine tree was America's 
first utilized resource. More than 950 years ago Leif Erikson 
and his Viking explorers, in search of timber for shipbuild- 
ing, visited the shores of New England and sailed back to 
Greenland with a cargo of pine logs. 

Six hundred years later the British rediscovered the value 
of the New World's pine timber, both as a colonial building 
material and as an exportable commodity. From that time 
forward pine has been a prized possession of mankind. Many 
of the colonists' earliest homes and public buildings, con- 
structed entirely of pine, stand solidly today, silent testimo- 
nials to the wood's beauty and durability. 

When the lumber industry moved westward, the Western 
Pines — Idaho White Pine, Ponderosa Pine and Sugar Pine 
— became the nation's most widely used lumber for all-around 
building purposes. Today they rank as the most versatile of 
all woods for sturdy framing, for handsome siding and for 
beautiful woodwork. 

Carefully seasoned Western Pines are inherently adaptable 
to any architectural treatment from traditional Early Ameri-
